Health  Service  Cuts  Pose 
Threat  to  Hill  Dental  Clinic 


MAYOR  PAYS  A  VISIT

A  threat  to  abolish  dental  services 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Health  Clinic  (PHHC) 
on  Wisconsin  Street  may  become  reality 
June  23,  when  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
Finance  Committee  holds  hearings  on 
proposed  budget  cuts  in  health  services 
provided  in  the  City. 

Mayor  Frank  Jordan's  office  is  recom- 
mending a  $6  million  cut.  which  would 
effectively  wipe  out  positions  held  by 
a  dentist  and  a  dental  assistant  current- 
ly sharing  a  60  hour  work  week  at  the 
PHHC.  The  Mayor's  proposal  would 
also  cut  the  budget  for  the  Southeast 
Health  Clinic  in  the  Bayview  District. 

Dental  services  at  these  neighborhood 
clinics  are  offered  to  residents  who  are 
unable  to  pay  for  such  services  in  the 
private  sector.  Without  this  dental 
care  at  the  clinics,  stressed  PHHC 
director  Dr.  Michael  J.  Drennan,  the 
dpntftl  needs  of  those  unable  to  pay 
.',01. .0  oe  ignored  until  an  emergency 
arose  and  then  they  would  be  shouldered 
by  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH). 


Dental  services  at  the  neighborhood 
clinics  are  provided  to  children  and 
adults,  and  patients  are  charged  on  a 
sliding  scale.  Many  patients  come  from 
other  parts  of  the  city,  as  well  as  the 
Hill.  "The  PHHC  dental  unit  has  existed 
alongside  the  medical  unit  since  the 
Center  was  opened  in  1976,"  Drennan 
points  out. 

Only  cleaning,  preventive  services, 
health  education  and  emergency  treat- 
ment for  acute  conditions  are  provided 
at  these  clinics,  so  major  dental  pro- 
cedures involving  surgery,  for  instance, 
have  to  be  sought  at  the  SFGH,  where 
indigents  and  those  with  Medi-Cal 
benefits  are  accepted.  "The  wait  for 
appointments,  however,  can  be  very 
long,"  says  Drennan. 

The  Hill  clinic's  staff  sees  and  treats 
approximately  3,000  patients  annually. 
The  vast  majority  of  patients  have  no 
dental  insurance.  Some  42  percent  of 
the  patients  are  Hispanic,  24  percent 
White,  22  percent  Black.  8  percent 
Asian  and  5  percfnt  otlier  ethnic  groups. 

Hill  residents  are  being  urged  to  call 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  support  of  the  clinic's  dental  services. 


School  Asbestos  Cleanup 
Forces  Transfer  of  Kids 


The  start  of  asbestos  removal  at  tlie 
Hill's  Starr  King  School  this  summer  will 
mean  the  need  to  find  a  new  pre-school 
location  for  tlie  53  youngsters  currently 
at  the  Potrero  Terrace  Cliildren's  Center 
in  the  StaiT  King  building. 

The  Center  moved  there  several  years 
ago  after  its  building  was  destroyed  when 
a  bus  craslied  into  it,  and  was  subsequent- 
ly torn  down. 

For  the  elementary  students  at  Starr 
King,  the  asbestos  work  will  mean  moving 
into  10  bungalows  set  up  in  the  school- 
yard. But  requirements  for  the  pre- 
sclioolcrs  are  more  stringent  because 
slate  certification  prohibits  the  use  of 
portable  bungalows  for  the  Center. 

Four  year  olds  from  tlie  Center  will  go 
to  the  Theresa  Mahler  School  at  22nd  and 
Noe  Streets,  which  has  room  for  up  to  72 
youngsters  and  has  only  recently  reopened 
since  seismic  remodeling.  For  the  voune- 
er  children  nt  the  Center,  the  City  will 
try  to  find  something  closer,  Helen 
Hatcher.  Adiniiustrator  for  the  Child  De- 
velopment Program  under  the  San  Fran- 


cisco Unified  School  District,  told  The 
View. 

The  children  who  attend  Potrero  Ter- 
race Children's  Center  come  from  otlier 
areas  as  well  as  Potrero  Hill,  Hatcher 
said,  noting  that  the  last  youngsters  to  be 
picked  up  by  parents  stay  until  nearly

Parking  Permit  Plan  Pushed  for  Potrero  Hill

Parking  issues  topped  the  agenda  May 
16  when  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH)  staff  members  met  with  neigh- 
bors of  the  facility  at  the  Carr  Audi- 
torium on  the  SFGH  campus. 

With  the  question  of  the  construction 
of  a  combined  UCSF  research  facility/ 
SFGH  clinic  on  hold  awaiting  a  decision 
by  the  medical  school  on  whether  to  pro- 
ceed, the  locus  of  the  May  meeting  was 
on  parking  problems  and  security,  and  on 
the  role  of  SFGH  in  the  community. 

Of  particular  concern  to  neighbors  of 
the  hospital  is  the  parking  problem.  Pre- 
sent to  discuss  action  that  citizens  might 
take  to  mitigate  their  situation  was 
Bond  Yee,  Traffic  Bureau  Chief  of  the 
City's  Parking  and  Traffic  Department. 
Yee  explained  the  Residential  Parking 
Permit  (RPP)  system  currently  in  force 
in  22  areas  in  San  Francisco  in  which 
90,000  permits  have  been  issued.  He 
urged  residents  in  the  hospital  vicinity 
to  begin  action  to  create  an  RPP  area 
here  since  it  takes  a  year  to  a  year  and 


a  half  to  establish  one.  Minimum  size 
of  an  RPP  area  is  one  mile  of  street, 
and  50  per  cent  of  the  residents,  or 
250  people,  must  petition  the  Parking 
and  Traffic  Department  to  get  it  done. 
The  SFGH  staff  has  offered  help  in  circu- 
lating the  petitions. 

An  update  on  a  move  to  construct  a 
parking  facility  at  24th  and  Utah  Streets 
was  provided  by  Jerome  Rankin.  SFGH 
Associate  Administrator.  He  reported 
that  the  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(EIR)  for  the  project  has  been  certified 
and  that  MUNI,  which  now  occupies  the 
site,  will  be  out  by  the  end  of  June. 
Bonds  to  finance  construction  are  ex- 
pected to  be  sold  by  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber with  construction  beginning  in  early 
January,  1995.  Construction  should  be 
completed  in  July  of  1996,  Rankin  said. 

In  regards  to  the  parking  situation 
around  the  Mental  Health  Facility  on 
Potrero  Avenue  now  under  construction, 
Rankin  stated  that  there  will  be  120 
parking  spaces  created  for  visitors  and 
staff  —  "More  than  the  anticipated  need." 

Robert  Christmas,  another  SFGH  Asso- 
ciate Administrator,  reported  on  the 
security  program,  current  and  future, 
at  the  facility.  The  hospital  formed  a 


Safety  Task  Force  in  February  of  1993 
and  since  then  has  upgraded  exterior 
lighting  along  San  Bruno  and  Vermont 
Streets  and  the  parking  lots.  .'\n  access 
control  system  and  the  initial  phase  of  a 
plan  to  add  security  personnel  are  ex- 
pected to  be  in  effect  by  June  30.  Other 
security  measures  in  place  or  projected 
in  the  1994/95  budget  include  items  such 
as  hand-held  metal  detectors,  emergency 
telephones,  signs  and  the  like 

In  regard  to  personnel.  Christmas  an- 
nounced a  plan  for  more  community  in- 
volvement in  security  matters  by  the 
employment  of  neighborhood  young 
adults,  male  and  female,  to  augment  . 
the  regular  security  staff.  The  young 
people  chosen  for  the  program  must  be 
citizens  with  at  least  two  years  of  high 
school  and  would  serve  unarmed.

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Yes  on  Props  'A' and  'E' 
For  Schools  and  Libraries 

For  those  Potrero  Hill  residents  still  debating  over  the  wisdom  of  Prop.  E  on  the 
City  ballot  —  the  library  funding  measure  —  a  glance  at  a  recent  Library  Commission 
agendas  might  just  be  what  it  takes  for  a  change  of  mind.  Once  again,  the  Mayor's 
Office  is  proposing  to  cut  the  already  bare-bones  library  budget.  Downgrade  branches 
to  reading  centers. ..replace  some  staff  with  volunteers. ..cut  back  hours  when  the 
library's  open.  And  when  a  Library  Commission  essentially  told  the  Mayor  there  was 
no  way  to  cut  the  Library  Budget  any  further  without  doing  something  politically 
unpopular  —  closing  branches  —  he  fired  them. 

But  now  there  is  a  way  to  preserve  our  libraries  —  Prop.  E  on  the  June  7  ballot,  ft 
sets  aside  a  tiny  portion  of  the  general  fund,  as  well  as  a  miniscule  percentage  of 
tax  revenues  —  to  preserve  library  services  and  to  guarantee  that  26  branches,  plus 
the  Library  for  the  Blind,  will  remain  open. 

We  on  The  View  strongly  believe  that  a  community's  need  for  a  branch  library  —  as 
a  center  for  knowledge  and  in  many  cases  as  the  heart  of  a  neighborhood  —  must 
in  this  case  transcend  any  doubt  about  budgeting  by  ballot  box.  We  strongly  urge  a 
'yes'  vote  on  Prop.  E. 

And  we  also  want  to  point  out  that  Prop.  A  on  the  city  ballot,  wl^^h  would  provide 
for  repair  and  maintenance  of  schools  citywide,  will  bring  needed  improvements  to 
our  own  neighborhood.  Potrero  HiU  Middle  School  will  receive  new  heating  and 
ventilation,  plumbing  upgrades  and  general  site  improvements.  At  Starr  King,  a 
major  electrical  lighting  and  power  rehab  is  slated,  the  schoolyard  will  be  resurfaced 
and  general  site  improvements  will  also  be  made.  At  International  Studies  Academy, 
funds  are  targeted  for  toilet  and  lavatory  upgrades  and  replacement  of  faulty  electri- 
cal lighting  and  power.  Daniel  Webster  will  receive  a  long  overdue  new  roof,  plumbing 
upgrades  and  general  building  renovations. 

A  Dual  Nod  for  Gdvernor 
Vote  for  Margolin,  Eastin 

Usually  if  tlie  Potrero  View  staff  meets  to  discuss  endorsements,  and  we  find 
ourselves  of  two  minds  about  a  candidate  or  an  issue,  we  simply  agree  to  disagree 
and  say,  "No  Recommendation."  But  last  month,  meeting  the  day  after  the  one 
televised  Democratic  Party  gubernatorial  debate,  we  chose  to  jio  things  a  bit  dif- 
ferently. 

While  some  members  of  The  View  staff  wanted  to  urge  a  vote  for  State  Treasurer 
Kathleen  Brown  to  be  the  Democratic  candidate  for  Governor,  others  felt  that  in 
the  debate  only  State  Senator  Tom  Hayden  had  spoken  out  forthrightly  on  issues  of 
importance  to  Californians.  Endorsing  Hayden,  they  stressed,  could  send  a  message 
to  Brown  and  others  that  the  state's  voters  —  or  at  least  Potrero  Hill's  voters  — 
demand  a  real  discussion  of  issues  in  their  political  campaigns.  Thus  a  dual  endorse- 
ment —  Brown  and  Hayden. 

In  reviewing  the  list  of  eandidat«a  Cor  state  constitutional  office,  there  were^wo, 
however,  that  did  elicit  some  enthusiasm  from  members  of  our  staff,  and  we  want 
to  share  that  enthusiasm  with  our  readers. 

Burt  Margolin,  seeking  to  become  Democratic  candidate  for  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner, has  as  an  Assemblyman  shown  his  commitment  to  the  consumer  on  insurance 
and  other  issues.  He  authored  legislation  preventing  insurers  from  eliminating  "pre- 
existing conditions"  from  policies;  he  supported  Prop.  103  and  is  endorsed  by  its 
author;  he  worked  to  push  universal,  single-payer  health  care  in  the  state  long  before 
the  Clintons  came  up  with  their  plnn.  He  will  be  a  forceful  consumer  advocate  as 
Insurance  Commissioner. 

Delaine  Eastin,  running  for  Superintendent  ol  Public  Instruction,  is  a  liberal  As- 
semblywoman from  Fremont  who  has  been  both  a  teacher  and  corporate  planner. 
She  has  been  involved  in  education  issues  and  wants  to  help  shape  a  slate  school 
system  in  which  parent  involvement  and  responsibility  increases,  standards  are  raised 
and  local  decision-making  grows.  We  hope  her  vision  gets  its  chance  to  become 
reality.

Potrero  Hill's  new  Parkview  Height;,  housing  development  was  dedicated  May  16  at  a 
gala  celebration  attended  by  distinguished  guests  who  included  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein 
and  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos.  Furnished  model  units  were  open  to  guests,  and  refre;>h- 
ments  were  provided  by  developers,  the  Barrett  Corporation.  All  but  five  of  the  120 
units  had  confirmed  reservations  at  this  point  and  the  first  tenants  were  expected  to 
move  in  by  the  end  of  June,  1984.

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Community  Day  School  - 
One-on-One  Contact

For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  the  Potre- 
ro  Hill  Neighborhood  House  has  been  an 
official  site  for  one  of  the  City's  25  Com- 
munity Day  Schools.  In  all,  the  City  has 
about  600  students  enroUed  in  these 
schools  with  25  enroUed  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  site. 

These  middle  schoolers  range  in  age 
from  12-15,  and  there  are  almost  twice 
as  many  boys  as  girls.  They  are  assigned 
to  the  school  for  such  reasons  as  poor 
grades,  poor  attendance  or  discipline 
problems.  They  spend  up  to  a  year  in 
the  school  and  then  re-enter  the  regular 
public  schools.  The  teacher  is  assisted  by 
an  instructional  aide,  and  the  students 
receive  lots  of  one-on-one  contact. 

Mary  Twegbe,  Administrator  for  the 
Community  Day  Schools  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco School  District,  notes  that  the 
school  is  doing  a  lot  better  this  year  than 
last,  and  she  attributes  that  in  large  part 
to  the  dedication  and  enthusiasm  of  the 
new  teacher,  Linda  Carter.  Just  out  of 
college.  Carter  is  in  her  first  year  of 
teaching.  "She  likes  teaching  and  brings 
fresh  ideas  to  the  classroom,"  Twegbe 
said.  "She's  excited  about  education  and 
learning  and  quite  creative.  And  she  also 
l^^s  command  of  the  class  —  she's  in 
carge.  The  kids  like  and  respect  her." 

Carter  projects  a  firm,  no-nonsense  at- 
titude softened  by  a  radiant  smile.  With 
her  small  class,  it's  easy  for  Carter  to  get 
to  know  all  the  students.  "Once  you  find 
something  they  like,"  she  explained,  "you 
focus  in  on  it.  They're  eager  to  learn,  but 
they  just  get  lost  in  the  big  schools.  Here 
you  can  spend  more  time." 

And  the  extra  time  seems  well  worth 
it.  One  eighth  grader  explained,  "My 
opinion  of  the  Day  School  is  good  because 
this  school  is  making  me  really  better. 
In  other  public  schools  1  didn't  want  to  do 
any  work.  This  school  makes  it  fun  to 
work.  They  help  you  more  and  give  you 
more  attention,  and  the  teachers  are 
great.  They  don't  let  their  students  step 
all  over  them.  They  know  how  to  handle 
them.  I  would  hope  that  all  the  schools 
would  be  just  like  this  one.  This  school 
keeps  me  wanting  to  go  to  school." 

Carter  noted  that  some  students  have 
learned  they  can  actually  get  an  A+  in 
spelling,  others  are  good  at  proof  reading 
and  some  excel  at  the  art  work  they  do 
to  accompany  some  of  their  assignments. 
They  are  assigned  to  watch  the  news  to 
stay  up  with  current  events  and  she  has  a 
student  who  really  enjoys  watching  the 
news.  "One  day  he  recited  the  whole 
newscast,"  she  said.  "We  gave  him  a 
round  of  applause." 

When  some  of  the  students  were 
getting  stuck  with  division,  she  had  the 
time  to  back  up  to  sixth  grade  math,  show 


some  examples  and  bring  them  forward. 
They  can  complain  about  that,"  Carter 
said,  "but  if  you  can  convince  them  to 
try  it,  then  you've  got  something." 
Another  successful  approach  is  to  allow 
the  kids  to  partner  up  in  groups  of  two 
or  three  and  read  aloud  to  each  other  or 
quiz  each  other  using  study  questions. 
"They  ask  if  they  can  help  each  other,  and 
i  like  that."  she  said. 

Most  of  the  work  is  8th  and  yth  grade 
work  even  though  there  are  7th  graders 
in  the  class.  When  they  think  they  can't 
do  the  advanced  work,  Carter  will  tell 
them,  "Try  it  anyway.  Don't  put  a  label 
on  yourself." 

The  children  seem  to  appreciate  the 
challenge.  One  12  year  old  reported, 
"Most  people  think  that  we  are  a  bad 
class.  Weil,  you're  wrong.  I  am  a  7th 
grader.  I  do  not  do  7th  grade  work.  1  do 
8th  and  9th  grade  work.  Our  teacher  is 
great."  And  an  8th  grader  has  found  that 
the  school  "is  fun  and  you  get  to  learn 
quick  in  this  kind  of  school." 

There  are  no  big  school  dances  or 
sports  events,  and  one  student  complained. 
"1  get  bored  coming  to  the  same  thing 
every  day.  but  1  learn  more  than  I  did  at 
any  public  school  1  went  to." 

The  school  format  allows  for  instant 
attention  to  any  attendance  problems. 
The  kids  aren't  changing  classes  through 
the  day.  "They  don't  get  to  leave  here 
until  lunch,"  Carter  pointed  out,  "and  if 
they're  not  back  I'm  on  the  phone  calling 
somebody." 

She  has  found  that  pragmatism  and 
flexibility  are  essential  to  her  basic 
teaching  style,  as  well  as  humanity  and  a 
sense  of  humor.  The  kids  like  to  get  her 
to  laugh.  "There's  one  kid  who  pulls  my 
hair  —  he  says  he  thinks  I  wear  a  wig. 
We  joke  around  like  that."  On  the  other 
hand,  when  the  whole  class  watched  the 
movie  "Cry  Freedom,"  Carter  saw  no 
reason  to  hide  her  tears.  '  ~ 


"The  children  have  a  lot  of  influences 
in  their  lives  that  can  sometimes  take 
precedence  over  schoolwork,"  Carter 
pointed  out.  Sometimes  they  just  haven't 
been  able  to  get  enough  sleep.  Some 
come  from  rough  neighborhoods.  Some 
tell  me  they  hear  gunshots." 

"They  have  more  needs  —  emotional 
needs,"  she  said.  "They  know  they  can  ask 
me  anything.  We've  talking  about  AIDS, 
sex  education,  dying.  What's  most  impor- 
tant is  establishing  self-esteem,  getting 
them  to  concentrate  and  teaching  the 
value  of  some  things  —  such  as  the  rele- 
vance of  education  to  their  lives."  And, 
she  was  happy  to  point  out,  "their  grades 
have  definitely  improved!"

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Jackson  Lead  Cleanup 
OK'd  -  When  Will  It  Begin? 


LANDMARK  STATUS 


By  Judy  Baston 


Even  though  the  City's  Dept.  of  Rec- 
reaction  and  Parks  has  finally  found  the 
funds  to  clean  up  lead  at  Potrero  Hill's 
Jackson  Park,  it  appears  that  young 
children  playing  in  the  area  may  still  be 
exposed  to  lead-contaminated  paint  for 
several  more  months  while  the  paperwork 
to  get  the  project  started  moves  through 
official  channels. 

Unsafe  lead  levels  were  found  at 
Jackson  Playground  several  months 
ago.  and  lead  abatement  was  initially 
scheduled  to  be  completed  by  last  month. 
However,  noted  Hillary  Stoermer,  the 
Rec.  and  Park  industrial  hygenist  who 
conducted  the  lead  test,  estimates 
from  contractors  to  perform  the  lead 
abatement  work  far  exceeded  what  the 
department  had  thought  the  work  would 
cost.  Stoermer  told  The  View  that  the 
cost  of  a  contractor  and  consultant 


to  perform  the  abatement  would  proba- 
bly end  up  costing  from  $18,000  -  20.000. 

Because  the  City  is  nearing  the  end  of 
the  current  fiscal  year,  she  said  it  had 
been  feared  the  work  might  have  to  wait 
until  funds  were  available  from  next 
year' s  budget.  Although  funding  was 
finally  secured  at  the  beginning  of  June. 
Stoermer  noted  that  because  of  the 
paperwork  required,  it  still  might  take 
several  month  before  the  cleanup  starts. 

And  meanwhile,  stressed  Potrero  Hill 
Parents  Assn.'s  Rebecca  Dahlberg, 
"because  the  peeling  lead  paint  at 
Jackson  is  in  close  proximity  to  an 
area  where  the  youngest  and  most 
vulnerable  children  play,  this  situation 
begs  for  immediate  attention. 

"The  Comprehensive  Lead  Poisoning 
Prevention  Program  establishes  the 
City's  commitment  to  find  and  remove 
lead  hazards,"  Dahlberg  emphasized. 
She  is  urging  Potrero  Hill  residents  to 
request  that  the  lead  abatement  project 
for  Jackson  Playground  "be  funded  and 
scheduled  immediately." 

Dahlberg  is  asking  neighborhood 
residents  to  write  or  call  Mary  Burns, 
General  Manager  of  the  Dept.  of  Re- 
creation and  Parks,  to  ask  her  to  "raise 
the  priority  of  this  very  important 
issue."  Burns'  telephone  is  666-7200; 
her  address  is  McLaren  Lodge,  Golden 
Gate  Park,  SF,  CA  94117.

June  21  as  the  Day  of  Music  was 
first  celebrated  by  order  of  the  French 
Minister  of  Culture  in  1982.  The  event 
has  since  spread  around  the  world.  The 
Goethe  -  Institut  (a  German  cultural 
center),  the  Alliance  Francaise  and  the 
French  Consulate-General  have  joined 
together  to  participate  in  setting  up 
a  satellite  link  between  the  cities  of 
San  Francisco,  Paris,  Berlin  and  St. 
Petersburg.  The  celebrations  may  be 
seen  on  television  in  France.  Germany 
and  Russia,  and  may  be  viewed  on  KQED 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

San  Francisco  became  the  first  city 
in  the  United  States  to  join  in  the  cele- 
bration in  1992  and  is  still  the  only 
city  in  the  U.S.  taking  part  in  this  event, 
which  is  now  celebrated  in  80  different 
countries. 


Celebrations  of  Music  Day  will  also 
be  taking  place  at  23  stages  in  the  down- 
town area  of  the  City.  Last  year  more 
than  100  performers  and  groups  played 
at  about  20  locations  throughout  San 
Francisco,  mostly  in  the  downtown  area.

For  Potrero  Body  Builders

Five  years  ago,  Joe  and  Robin  Tal- 
madge  started  Potrero  Hill's  World  Gym 
with  their  personal  savings  and  a  loan 
against  the  increased  value  of  their 
Potrero  Hill  home.  Today  they  have  the 
largest  facility  in  the  City  and  have 
even  survived  a  tragic  event  with  a 
stronger  customer  community. 

It  all  started  when  Joe  Talmadge  took 
up  body  building  as  a  hobby  to  relieve 
stress  from  his  job  with  a  messenger 
service.  "I  guess  I  got  hooked  on  it,"  he 
says.  "1  competed  in  the  1987  Mr.  San 
Francisco  contest  and  won  in  the  Light- 
weight Division.  At  that  time  the  only 
places  for  pumping  iron  in  the  City  were 
either  small  sweat  boxes  that  weren't 
mainstream  or  very  pretentious  high  end 
places.  There  was  nothing  in  the  middle 
for  working  class,  average  people." 

Born  and  raised  on  the  Hill,  the  Tal- 
madges  married  in  their  teens  and  now 
have  three  children.  "Ever  since  we've 
been  married,  we  dreamed  of  a  business 
of  our  own,"  continues  Joe  Talmadge. 
"So  when  we  saw  this  need  for  a  gym 
for  everyday  folks,  we  decided  to  fill

it,  and  fill  it  here  on  Potrero  Hill.  We 
wanted  to  give  something  back  to  our 
local  community. 

"AU  the  World  Gyms  are  independently 
owned  and  operated,"  he  told  The  View. 
"It's  not  a  franchise,  wc  are  just  a  licen- 
see. We  own  everything  and  we  have  to 
buy  all  our  equipment.  They  just  supply 
the  authorization  to  use  their  logo." 

But  the  location  —  a  light,  airy  space 
on  De  Haro  Street  —  and  the  logo  were 
just  the  beginning.  The  Talmadges  almost 
didn't  make  it  because  of  all  the  city  code 
variances  that  had  to  be  sorted  out,  but 
when  they  finally  opened  in  June,  1989, 
it  was  already  the  largest  gym  of  its  kind 
in  the  City. 

We  had  hoped  for  200  members  the 
first  year,"  said  Joe  Talmadge.  "We  got 
1,000,  and  had  to  double  the  space.  The 
tenant  aajacent  to  us  moved  out  just 
then  so  we  got  another  10,000  square 
feet  from  the  same  landlord." 

Talmadge  credits  the  neighborhood  it- 
self for  part  of  this  success.  "The  busi- 
nesses adjacent  to  us  fit  quite  nicely, 
Sally's  Restaurant  across  the  street,  for 
example.  And  a  lot  of  corporate  business 
is  nearby,  like  UPS  and  General  Hospital, 
Jessica  Maclintock  and  Esprit.  They  pro- 
vide corporate  participation. 

"If  people  want  to  come  here  they  have 
to  come  on  purpose,"  Talmadge  says.  The 
neighborhood  helps  us.  Parking  is  easy 
and  the  neighborhood  is  not  perceived  as 
high  crime  area." 

About  a  vear  aeo  the  aerobics  director 
at  World  Gym  was  killed  in  her  nearby 
Potrero  Hill  apartment  by  her  boy  friend, 
a  personal  trainer  who  worked  out  at  the 

gym. 

"It  was  a  shocking  tragedy,"  Talmadge 
admits.  "But  it  had  the  opposite  effect 
from  what  you  would  expect.  It  made 
the  members  feel  a  stronger  loyaltv." 

Five  years  old  now,  the  World  Gym  has 
just  taken  another  5,000  square  feet  in 
the  building  and  now  spans  the  whole 
block  on  De  Haro.  It  now  boasts  25,000 
square  feet  and  8,000  members.
